QOLFERS may have had their enthusiasm slightly dam¬ 
pened by showers during the tournment, but farmers on 
the prairies sang songs of praise.

Of course, 
Social Credit will again have a candidate, therefore it is al¬ 
most a foregone conclusion that it will be a three-candidate 
fight. There is not much likelihood of Harvey Murphy 
horning in, with Enoch Williams in the field. It is early 
to speculate on an election, as the present legislature has 
three years to run, though with the present confused con 
dition existing, anything may happen. 

OPPORTUNITIES abound for progress; the wise man 
will keep his vision clear and his mental faculties alert 
to take advantage of opportunities.

QNE of the first things that should be done in this province 
when the present government is through is to cut down 
the number of legislative members and thereby make a start 
on reducing the excessive cost of government. Taxation has 
been heaviiy increased in the past eighteen months, yet pub¬ 
lic services have suffered, particularly road maintenance, 
resulting in loss of tourist traffic and the revenue that ac¬ 
crues therefrom.

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Taxation, Improvem’ts 

(Continued from Page One) 

land. It prevents the erection of 
buildings until the shortage of the 
supply will enable the builders to ex¬ 
act from the user the amount of the 
tax in addition to the land rent and 
the ordinary return to capital. If the 
tax on improvements is excessive, 
building will cease. More than that, 
unoccupied buildings will be torn 
down by their owners to escape the 
tax. Make the tax on buildings high 
enough and land will become value¬ 
less, as is now the case with thou¬ 
sands of vacant lots in Toronto and 
other cities. 

How this works out is well illu¬ 
strated by the incident recorded by a 
city builder as follows: He was offered 
as a gift several lots in a town in 
Ontario, the lots being assessed at 
$100 each and valued by the owner at 


two or three times the assessed value. 
The gift was offered on condition that 
the builder would erect suitable 
houses on them. There was a short¬ 
age of houses in the town, in fact one 
of the town industries was suffering 
a labor shortage through lack of hous¬ 
ing accommodation. The houses would 
rent readily at a price that, under or¬ 
dinary conditions, would yield a fair 
return on the investment. Before ac¬ 
cepting the proposition the builder in¬ 
vestigated the town’s assessment. He 
found that the -houses would be as¬ 
sessed at their actual cost and would 
be assessed at 36 mills, a rate that 
would destroy investment. In plain 
words, the lots were not worth accept¬ 
ing as a gift. The builder transferr¬ 
ed his activities to another place in 
which the tax on buildings was only 
half as much. 

When Vancouver exempted new 
buildings from taxation, about 30 
years ago, the effect was to so encour¬ 
age the erection of buildings that

| land values increased to nearly $2,000 
per capita because the privilege of 
putting up an untaxed building was 
, very valuable, and, like all other ad¬ 
vantages which a community pos¬ 
sesses, whether of location or public 
'service, it increased the selling value 
] of land and nothing else. The tax 
! rate was limited by Provincial law to 
20 mills, so when values fell and the 
need of revenue increased, they re¬ 
verted to the taxation of improve¬ 
ments 50% of their value instead of 
increasing the tax rate on land val¬ 
ues. 

Are Buildings Undesirable? 

It would seem that the originators 
of our tax system regarded buildings 
as the most undesirable of all forms 
of labor products. We have no muni¬ 
cipal tax on bath tubs nor furnaces, 
but let a builder incorporate these 
very necessary things in houses in 
Toronto, then the city will tax them 
at a rate of 35 mills on the dollar of 
value. This is equal to a mortgage of 
70% of the cost at 5% per annum. In 
other words, the city confiscates 70% 
of all the labor and the material em¬ 
ployed in the erection of buildings. Is 
it any wonder that little or no build¬ 
ing is done? 

A tax on the value of land is simp¬ 
ly taking for the community the value 
created by the community, and the 
higher the percentage of the annual 
value so taken the less money is re¬ 
quired to acquire land for use. The 
lower the tax rate on land the higher 
its selling price, and the greater the 
profit on the forestaller and the spec¬ 
ulator. The higher the tax rate on 
buildings the fewer buildings will be 
erected. This, will reduce employment 
and increase the number on relief. 

Cause of Unemployment 

Unemployment is entirely caused 
by our system of taxation which pena¬ 
lizes every useful effbrt of man and 
appears to be concentrated with pecu¬ 
liar malignity upon the builder and 
improver. 

Civilization, on its economic side, 
consists in making and exchanging 
things and services. The legislators 
of every nation of the world have, 
in the last ten years, exhausted every 
expedient to limit or prevent the mak¬ 
ing, and especially the exchanging, of 
things. 

When the architects and builders, .1 
yes and the realtors too, really under¬ 
stand the laws of political science, 
and especially those relating to taxa- n 
tion and the production and distribu- u 
tion of wealth, they will join in the 
great movement for the emancipation a 
of humanity from a system of taxa- 0 
tion which violates, not only sound 
economics, but sound morals and e 
which goes on the principle, "The bet- c 
ter you do for society the worse will 
society do for you.” 

How To Increase Land Values ® 

In conclusion, the exemption of c 
buildings from taxation will immedi- a 
ately create a demand for vacant land ” 
by builders. This would at once pro¬ 
duce a call for labor and for all build¬ 
ing materials, solving to a large ex¬ 
tent the employment problem. All. 
municipalities who have acquired va¬ 
cant land through tax sales would find 
that their lots would be saleable and 
would again be a source of revenue to 
them. The cost of relief would be re¬ 
duced at once and the need disappear. 
Any increase in the tax rate would be 
largely counterbalanced by the recov¬ 
ery of land values. This would mater¬ 
ially increase the possible revenue of 
the municipality without penalizing 
industry and causing unemployment.

- SLIMMING ENSEMBLE —A 

Bottles Will Be Dropped Into O-ean 
At Different Points 

The Scrlpps Institution of Ocean¬ 
ography has decided to give 6,000 
quart wine bottles an opportunity to 
wander. 

The bottles are to be thrown into 
the sea In an effort to trace, locate 
and chart ocean currents. 

Each bottle will be filled with 
enough sand to make it stand up¬ 
right, and notes enclosed, In English 
and Spanish, asking the finder to 
send them back to the institution to¬ 
gether with the necessary informa¬ 
tion as to where and when they were 
found. 

The experiment Is to be carried 
out at the time of the year when 
sardines are spawning and the find¬ 
ings are expected to have consider¬ 
able Influence on the question of 
whether the sardines of the Cali¬ 
fornia coast are the same as those 
found off Japan. 

The bottles are to be dropped into 
the ocean In lots of 2.000 each at 
three different points where ocean 
currents are now known to exist, but 
where their full course is not speci¬ 
fically known. 

The outcome of the finding is ex¬ 
pected to demonstrate whether Cali¬ 
fornia sardines immediately move to¬ 
ward Japan via the Japanese cur¬ 
rent or whether they remain in home 
waters. If the sardines that Japa¬ 
nese are catching are really Cali¬ 
fornia sardines that have emigrated 
to the other side of the Pacific, Cali¬ 
fornia sardine fisheries think the 
Japanese catching should be limited.

Six million passengers comprise 
more than half the whole population 
of Canada. Or, to put it another 
way, the London underground carried 
passengers in 36 hours equal to every 
living soul in the Provinces of Que¬ 
bec and Ontario. 

This, surely. Is an extraordinary 
achievement. London, on Coronation 
Day, had more than 300,000 oversea 
visitors. In addition it had all of 
those who come from every country 
in Europe; had as well the hundreds 
of thousands that must have flowed 
Into It from Scotland and the Prov¬ 
inces. 

The handling of such a mighty 
throng, apart altogether from the 
Coronation procession itself, must 
have been a gigantic task.

Insect Must Be Kept On Ice Or It 
WiU Die 

The Royal Society of Canada was 
told of a living fossil, an Insect with 
no close relatives among present-day 
Insects and one which lives in such 
cold surroundings It dies from the 
heat of the hand and must be kept 
on ice or In cold air If It is to sur¬ 
vive captivity. 

The insect was described by E. 
M. Walker, professor of Invertebrate 
zoology at the University of Toronto, 
In his presidential address before the 
biological sciences section of 
society’s 66th annual meeting, 
lives in high mountains, usually near 
the edges of glaciers, and was first 
discovered In 1913 at Banff, Alta. 

Grylloblatta—that Is the Insect’s 
name—Is light amber colored, wing¬ 
less and about three-quarters of an 
Inch long. Its life In low tempera¬ 
tures had slowed down all Its bodily 
functions. It thrives when it Is fed 
once lh three or four months. 

Most Insects take only a few weeks 
to develop from the egg and one year I 
to complete a life cycle. Grylloblatta 
takes five years to grow from egg 
adult end seven years to produce 
new generation. During a year It eats 
less than many Insects do In a day, 
yet It Is a cannibal. Specimens 
•hipped alive from mountains to 
laboratories must be packed in sep¬ 
arate containers and kept on Ice. 
Otherwise they may eat each other] 
or die of the heat.

Is in April, when the world famous 
cherry blossoms appear. The cherry, 
peach and plum trees which put out 
are peculiar to Japan, 
planted only for the sake of beauty. 
For these trees bear clusters of fairy¬ 
like blossoms and later leaves, but no 
fruit. In April, no matter where on* 
may be in Japan, there are always 
cherry trees blooming in their 
ethereal shades of pink and whits 
somewhere on the horizon. 

The cult of the cherry blossom in 
Japan is universal. Side by side 
with the half dozen gorgeous flower¬ 
ing trees which one may see in ths 
spacious garden of the well-to-do 
one will often see a little 
sapling which has been carefully cul¬ 
tivated in the tiny back yard of his 
poor neighbor. And practicably every 
Japanese, whatever his occupation, 
takes time off In April to go off 
“cherry viewing," visiting some place 
in the parks or environs of Tokyo 
where the blossoms are to be seen to 
best advantage. Whole families, from 
the grandfather, in his Japanese cos¬ 
tume and geta, or wooden clogs, and 
grandmother, in her dull-colored 
kimono, to the children, boys in 
school uniforms, older girls in West¬ 
ern clothes and younger ones in 
brightly decorated kimonos, crowd 
the trains and throng the “cherry 
viewing” spots. 

Some enthusiasts make repeated 
trips in order to see the blossoms in 
different backgrounds, on bright days 
and gray days, by sunshine and by 
moonlight. Indeed the soft petals 
harmonize remarkably well w'ith a 
nocturnal setting when they are 
Illuminated only by the moon and the 
stars. Sometimes a Japanese will 
feel Impelled to write a short poem, 
a haikal, dedicated to the cherry 
blossoms on a strip of paper which 
he hangs on the tree which has 
especially aroused his admiration. 

Like the plum blossom, the cherry 
blossom has its symbolic significance. 
It is supposed to represent the here¬ 
of Japanese youths who lay 
down their lives in a Just cause In 
early manhood, just as the cherry 
blossoms fall to the ground while 
they are still fresh and beautiful 
after blooming for only two or three 
weeks. They begin to fade only after 
they have fallen and carpeted the 
streets with the soft pink and white 
petals.
